ment of Gd, even as it be kad bene in ex- 
freame torments of hell ; and therefore 
cried '1ith a loud voice.My Gud, my God, 
why haſt thou forſiken me?Thus of his fre 
mcrcie , Without compuifi2n, he offered vp

The ſecond marke, is th2 holy Sacrae 
ments, to wit, of Baxrtiſme and the Lords 
Supper, which Sacrameres Chriſt hath lefr 
unto us , as boly fignes and feales of Gods 
promiſes, For as by Baprtiſmie- once recei« 
ved is fiznified, thar we (as well infants,as 
other of age and diſcretion) being ftran« 
gers from God by original! fin, are recei» 
ved into his familie and congregation, with 
full aG1rance , that although rhis root of 
finne lie hid in us , yet to the ele& 1t ſhall 
not be imputed - ſo the Supper declarethy 
that God as a moſt provident Father doth 
not onely feed our bodies , bur alſo ſpirts 
tually nouriſherh our ſoules with th? gras 
ces and benefirs of Teſus Chriſt , ( which 
the Scripture calleth eating of- his fleſh 
and drinking of bis bloud : } neither muſt 
Kein the adininiftration of the Sacras 
ments, follo;x mans fantaſize. bur as Chriſt 
himſeHe hath crd4:ined , ſo mult rhey be 
miniſtred , and by ſuch as by ordinary vo« 
cation are thereunto called. Therefore 
whoſoever reſerveth or worſhipperh theſe 
S1cramenrs , or contrariwife contemnerh 
them in time and place, grocureth to hime 
felfe damnation. 

The third mark of rhis Church, is Ecclee 
fiaſticall diſcipline, which ſtandeth in ade 
monition and corre{tion of faults : the fi= 
nall end whereof is excommunication , by 
the conſent of the Church determined , if 


tac offender be obſtinate, And befide this

belong ro this Church, a politicke-Magi- 
ftrate , who miniſtreth to every man ju- 
ftice, defending the good, and puniſhing 
the evill + To whom we muſt render honor 
and obedience in all things, which are not 
contrary to the word of God.. And as 
Moſes , Ezechias , Iofias, and orher godly 
rulers purged the Church of God from ſu- 
perſtitien and idolatrie , ſo the defence 
of Chriſts Church appertaineth to the 
Chriſtian Magiſtrates, againſt all Idslaters 
and heretiks, as Papiſts, Anabaprifts,with 
ſuch like lims of Antichriſt: to roor ont all 
doErine of divels and men , as the Meſſe, |
